In some cttet tke digesiive juice 
strugglet witk tkem ia vain, and 
they cause aaach diacomfort, and 
often serioot dMMdtit— aUta ap- 
pendicitis. 

ChiUrea thoald be tangkl to chew 
their food well, for the healthy con- 
dilioa of Ike mouth and teeth in af 
ter life depends upon tkeir doing so. 
If the Jaw does not giow properly, 
there is not room enough for the 
teeth.
